The May 11 through 14 meeting has been on the subject, "A World 
of Nuclear Powers?" The corrections made by hand and the pages 
which have been added reflect the report as it was adopted by 
the final plenary session of the assembly. Professor Harold Green, 
Professor of Law at George Washington, was chairman of the 
assembly, a cross-section of leaders in government, business, 
labor, education, public affairs, and the professions. 


FINAL REPORT

The participants in The George Washington 
University American Assembly on "A V 7 orld 
of Nuclear Powers?" reviewed the following 
report at the close of their discussions. 

The report reflects conclusions generally 
acceptable to the participants. However, 
no one signed it and it should not be as¬ 
sumed that every participant necessarily 
subscribed to every statement. 

It has been apparent for more than 20 years that nuclear fission 
is at the same time a major source of energy for peaceful purpose 
and a major source of energy for use in nyi 1 i weapons of much 

greater destructive capability than any previously known. Since 
nuclear weapons were first used by the United States in the war 
with Japan, their significance has undergone a three-stage 
evolution. Initially, when only the United States possessed 
nuclear weapons, they were potential instruments for a "Pax 
Americana." Later, when the Soviet Union acquired a nuclear 
weapons capability, the existence of large stocks of nuclear 
weapons in the hands of both powers came to be recognized as a 
mutual deterrent. Three other nations, Britain, France, and 
the People's Republic of China, have now demonstrated a nuclear 
weapons capability. If additional nations come to acquire 
nuclear weapons, an increasing threat will be posed to inter¬ 
national security primarily because the possibility that nuclear 
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weapons will be used increases with the number of nations 
possessing such weapons. 

2. We have considered at length the possibility that still other 
nations will come to possess nuclear weapons. Our discussions 
have centered upon the following questions: 

A. What is the likelihood that other nations will acquire 
nuclear weapons? 

B. &'hat consequences might flow from an increase in the 
number of military nuclear powers? 

C. What can be done to discourage or prevent the spread 
of nuclear weapons? 

3. There are a number of factors which might induce a nation to 

acquire a nuclear weapons capability. Basically, however, a

nation 1 s motivation for acquiring nuclear weapons £& not much 

different from its reasons for having other types of weapons to 

enhance its military strength. Enhancement of military strength 

may be thought to enhance national security, to increase a ration's 

prestige, and to give it a larger and. more effective voice in 

international political affairs. These considerations 

underlie a nation's effort to develop a nuclear weapons capability. 

The desire to increase military strength specifically through 

acquisition of nuclear weapons may be heightened by such factors 
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as real or imagined military threats against the nation; the role 
v/hich nuclear weapons are seen to play in world affairs; a desire 
to keep pace with other nations, particularly potential enemies, 
which may develop a nuclear capability; or the desire to exercise 
greater power or increased leverage in a particular situation. An 
additional factor peculiarly related to nuclear considerations is 
that a nation producing substantial quantities of plutonium as a 
by-product of operation of nuclear power reactors may be influenced 
to use its plutonium stockpiles in weapons. 

A nation cannot develop a nuclear weapons capability merely 
by wishing it; nor is this decision an easy one or’ based solely on 
material considerations. A major effort is required involving the 
commitment of very substantial resources. The costs of a nuclear 
weapons program to any present non-member of the nuclear weapons 
club will be increased, and hence the likelihood of proliferation 
will be decreased, to the extent that other nations do not assist 
the potential military nuclear power by provision of raw materials, 
fissionable materials, technological know-how, and necessary products 
and services. 

4. Our general conclusion is, that, given a supply of raw material, 
a number of nations have the capacity to develop nuclear weapons, 
although the time scale required for the 
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effort will vary greatly depending upon the caliber and quantum 

of the resources which can be devoted to the effort. Actions 

by other nations may reduce or increase this time scale. 

Conceivably a nation could acquire nuclear weapons overnight

On the other hand, progress in development of nuclear weapons 
can be deterred, postponed, and made more costly if nations 
capable of providing assistance refuse to do so. 


The efficacy of a nuclear weapons capability is, of 


course, dependent upon a means for delivering the weapons to 
their targets. In some situations, delivery systems must neces¬ 
sarily be sophisticated and expensive, and this factor may in¬ 
hibit development of a nuclear weapons capability. In other 
situations, however, including some which prevail in areas in 
which the problem of nuclear proliferation is most acute, *■ In 


delivery methods adequate for their potential use 



can be easily and inexpensively fashioned. 

5. Vie believe it is likely, in the absence of an effective inter¬ 
national agreement or a substantial improvement in world condi¬ 
tions, that the number of nations possessing nuclear weapons 
will increase in the next ten years. It is difficult, how¬ 
ever, to predict which particular nation or nations will acquire 
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such weapons, since whether or not a given nation does so will 
be dependent upon a complex set of interrelated economic, 
technological, and political (both internal and external) vari¬ 
ables. Ve believe, unless the present nuclear powers provide 
substantial direct assistance, that there will be no immediate 

increase in the number of nations possessing nuclear weapons and

that not more than qb»~«p nations not now possessing nuclear 

weapons are likely in fact to acquire them within this ten-year 
period. On the other hand it is possible that several or many 
nations may actually be engaged during this period in programs 
for development of their own military nuclear capability. As 
discussed below, the period of development may involve as much 
or greater peril as would prevail after the development has 
been completed and nuclear weapons are in hand. 

In addition, it should be pointed out that the fact of 
further spread of nuclear weapons, however isolated or limited, 
will probably in itself operate as a catalyst leading to a chain 
reaction of further proliferation. 

Accordingly, we take little comfort in our conclusion 
that nuclear proliferation is not likely to occur with extreme 
rapidity. At the most, this conclusion suggests only that we 
may have some additional time to cope with the problem. 
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6. The principal effect of nuclear proliferation, even if limited 

to only one or two additional nations in the immediate future, 

would be to heighten international insecurity and tension. The 

principle of mutual deterrence which presently restrains the 

great nuclear powers would not necessarily restrain lesser 

nuclear powers whose immediate potential targets are lacking

in nuclear retaliatory capability. Moreover^ the role of the 
major powers as potential peace-makers or peace-enforcers in 
situations of local wars might be affected. A major power may 
be reluctant to act in a situation in which a smaller nation

Nuclear proliferation may also involve danger in another 
respect. The availability of nuclear weapons in less stable 

I 

nations may tempt dissident groups to undertake a coup to over¬ 
throw the established government or to seize nuclear weapons for 
their own purposes. This possibility, involving the entry of 
new, unknown and untested political leaders into the nuclear 
arena further exacerbates the uncertainty, instability, and unpre¬ 
dictability which would characterize a world of nuclear powers. 

In situations of long-standing disputes between nations, 
where conventional force has not been decisive because of sub¬ 
stantial parity of military strength, the availability of nuclear 
weapons to one of the parties, and even the prospect of such avail¬ 
ability, would significantly reduce the chances of a negotiated 
settlement of the dispute. 

7. It is the consensus of the Assembly that effective means, con¬ 
sistent with the reduction of overall international tensions, 
must be found as soon as possible to inhibit the spread of nuclear 
weapons. 

8. v?e urge a Non-Proliferation Treaty as the single most important 
step which can be taken at this time to prevent the spread of 
nuclear weapons.

We likewise urge that, in order to make it 
possible for most of the civil nuclear powers to sign 
such a treaty, their views and desires be incorporated 
as much as possible in the treaty. 

It is also important that the nuclear powers refrain 
from actions which might inhibit the civil nuclear powers 
from signing the treaty. 

If most of the civil and military nuclear powers sign 
such a treaty, the principle of non-proliferation would be 
firmly established. However, the ease with which the by¬ 
products of civil uses of atomic energy can be turned to 
weapons purposes makes prudent and desirable the inclusion 
of provision for safeguards and international inspection 
in any non-proliferation treaty. We understand that such 
safeguards and inspection provisions may not be acceptable 
to some of the present civil nuclear powers unless they are 
equally applicable to the military nuclear powers; and that 
the reluctance of some of the great nuclear powers to accept 
safeguards and inspection may block consummation of the 
Treaty. 

We believe that effort should be made to include 
effective safeguards in any Non-Proliferation Treaty, but 
such a treaty even without such safeguards is better than

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detailed safeguards will not adversely affect the security 
of the military nuclear powers and will enhance the security 
of the civil nuclear powers. 

It is most important to establish the principle of 
non-proliferation even though the Treaty may not be all- 
encompassing or self-executing. If the principle of non¬ 
proliferation is established, even without safeguards, it 
will open the door to further constructive measures. 

9. A Non-Proliferation Treaty should be followed by additional 
steps in arms control and disarmament. 

10. It is important, whether or not a Non-Proliferation Treaty 
is signed, that there be a continuing and broadened detente 
between the United States and the Soviet Union, coupled with 
joint or parallel efforts to discourage nuclear proliferation. 
It is at least as important as the promise of a nation not 
to develop or acquire nuclear weapons that there be an inter¬ 
national climate in which no nation will feel impelled to 
embark upon a nuclear weapons program. Nuclear arsenals 
should be made unnecessary to the security of the present 
non-nuclear nations. It would be most desirable, for example, 
if a mutually satisfactory agreement were negotiated between 
the United States and the USSR on the subject of deployment 
of anti-ballistic missile systems. 
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11. In the absence of a Non-Proliferation Treaty with 
effective safeguards, the spread of nuclear weapons 

can be discouraged and delayed through individual, joint 
or parallel efforts of the military nuclear powers. 

Cooperation with other nations in the civil uses of atomic 
energy should be conditioned upon effective safeguards 
The safeguards should be administered or verified by the 
International Atomic Energy Agency. Other nations which 
are not military nuclear powers, but which, nevertheless, 
are suppliers of money, materials, equipment, know-how, 
or services for civil atomic energy projects in other 
nations should like-wise condition their assistance in 

these respects on such effective safeguards

12. Although the problem of nuclear weapon proliferation involves 
great peril to humanity, it also offers great opportunity. 

The prospect of nuclear proliferation threatens the vital 
interests of both the United States and the Soviet Union, 

as well as the vital interests of all nations. The United 
States and the Soviet Union have, in this problem, a sub¬ 
stantial community of interest which may outweigh their 
conflicts in other areas. Just as there are many roads to war 
and many roads to peace, there are many roads to prevention 
of nuclear proliferation. Joint or parallel United States- 
Soviet action, in their common interest, appears to be the 
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sine qua non of effective arms control measures, and may- 
open the door to broader and more significant cooperation 
in other areas, including disarmament.

A three-week Modern Dance workshop with Norman Walker

The coeducational program will be open both to graduate and 
undergraduate students with'previous experience in dance 
technique and a background in dance composition. From one 
to three hours of credit, either graduate or undergraduate, 
may be earned in this program. 

Norman Walker, who has received almost uniformly favorable 
critical reviews since his first appearance on television with 
his young company in 1963, started out to be an actor.

Naval Research Laboratory; and Mrs. Theodore 0. (Cynthia Clark) 
Wedel, Associate General Secretary for Christian Unity, National 
Council of Churches. 

Dr. Jacobs, a native of Brooklyn, New York, and a Bachelor of 
Arts graduate of Brooklyn College (1935), received the degrees 
of Master of Arts from George Washington in 1938 and of Doctor of 
Philosophy in 1947. He also studied at the Department of Agri¬ 
culture Graduate School and the Armed Forces Institute of Patho¬ 
logy. 

He served in the U.S. Army from 1343 to 1346 and was discharged 
with the rank of Captain. His major assignment for the Army was 
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Malaria Control Officer for the U.S. Armed Forces, South Atlantic, 
1944-1945. 

He served as Chief, Laboratory of Parasitic Diseases, National 

Institute of Allergy and Infectious Diseases, at NIH from 1959 

to 1964. From 1964 to 1905 he was Acting Scientific Director
